Yet, while there might be a 
very rosjf- prospect observed in one direc- 
tion we are confronted by the shipping 
problem. Steamers calling'here on their 
way to Yokohama are always loaded and. 
baye'nb-robm for bales of cotton.' San 
Frkncisco would not be a profitable mar- 
ket; neither would Sydney. Japanese 
buyers in Yokohama are now paying 16 
cents U. S. gold per pound for a medium 
qualitjff and there would be our market. 
I am not 'a steamboat man and cannot 
surmise what couldbepracticajly effected 
in,1 the way of speedy'trahsportation. If 
the cotton industry should attain even a 
quarter of the present proportions of the 
sugar business doubtless ways and means 
would be provided for facilitating the 
export to Japan or any other country.

The coffee Industry in Hawaii is not 


so extensive' as-ln Porto Rico, but un- 
der a protective tariff would surpass 
that of Porto Bico, for this territory; 
possesses a larger area than our sis- 
ter territory in the Atlantic., 
, 


The Industry here has been steadily ^ 


declining owing to the severe competi- ' 
tlon caused by an over production In 
countries not under the American 
and 'vast sums of capital have been 
sunk in coffee enterprises in this, ter- 
ritory. 


Previous to annexation to the United 
States we bad a protective duty of T 
cents a pound in the local market, 
white at present we have no protection, 
whatever. The industry Is In the 
hands of mostly small land owners, 
homesteaders, and women and children, 
engage in picking their own crops. * 


The condition, of these homesteaders; 


Is deplorable1 Indeed, as an Inspection 
of their places attests to grass and 
weeds flourishing more than coffee or 
anything else. Many have abandoned 
their homesteads and gone to work 
on the sugar plantations. 


The coffee- industry especially, la a 


most desirable one for white Immlgra- 
grants in the tropics. It te as yon 
know cultivated in the mountain re- 
gions, where white people can enjoy 
the best of health, and the harvesting 
being Bght and easy enables women,

by the signing of the treaty in Paris 
on* April 20th, 1803. and the delivery of

BATTLESHin VS. TORPEDOB. 


.The recent discussion in Congress 


and elsewhere of the necessity for 
construction of additional, battleships, 
la view of the lesson .;of the present 
war, 
is not confined, to 'the TJnited. 


States. The Japan. Gaiette does not 
take the ground that battleships must 
necessarily be relegated to the back- 
ground because of the destructive pow- 
er of torpedoes as demonitrated by 
the Japahefle. but only that their pro- 
tective powers must be .increased.. 


The problem of defence against tor- 


pedoes very early occupied the atten- 
tion of naval architects and inventors, 
fay* the Oawttej 
"Torpedo netting 


was Introduced but its value was con- 
siderably reduced'by the invention of 
the pilot torpedo. latterly, the im- 
provements to torpedoes have gone 
ahead at a tremendous rate, far "in ex- 
cess of the pace attained in the In- 
vention of defensive appliances. The 
net result is that, .on a dark night es- 
pecially, a warship has Tery little aelf- 
protectSve pawer against an Onslaught 
by tojipedo-boats manned by determin- 
ed inen. The torpedo-boajt deBtrpjrer 
was Invented soon after the adoption 
of the torpedo but these boats, whilst 
primarily intended for defence, have 
revealed tremendous aggressive power. 
Th;ey are stitt $he only practicable safe- 
guard for large ships despite the many 
devices for detecting the approach of 
torpedoes. Now that torpedoes can be 
^•charged at a distance, of &000 yards 
at a speed of thirty knots ihere is lit- 
tle value lp the Information that a 
torpedo is approaching for them is in- 
sufficient time between the receipt of 
the warning and the arrival of the 
iorpedo .for the adoption of efficient 
defensive- methods or .avoiding th» 
course otr the subaqueous projectile. 
There remains, therefore only the .pro- 
vision of destroyers, but aB the range ot 
torpedoes increases the wider will be 
the area to be protected and the great- 
er the number of destroyer* required 
to'keep efficient guard. Battleships ara 
of course, necessary for bombardment 
but, 
by day. with submarine boats, 


high speed destroyers used offensively 
and long range jrteerfog torpedoes, the 
question of their general utility is be- 
coming-wore-prominent. In the old 
days huge line-of-hattle ships had 
great, advantages, t advantages- which 
ari certainly not, shared to the full by 
the present day mammoth battleships 
arid cruisers. A torpedo attack; IB so 
Bwift, so sflent, so irresistible that the 
moral effects on the-enemy Is a con- 
siderable asset for the attacking aide. 
A, destroyer -or even a torpedo boat 
rushes out of the darkness At full 
speed. It sighted- at a distance of a* 
mile, two minutes only will elapse be- 
fore ft is alongside and the'chances of 
hitting it before it can strike a fatal, 
blow are very slight, whilst It has the 
huge bulk of the battleship as a mark. 
The present war has shown that the 
greater the-daring-with which these 
attacks are conducted the more ef- 
fective they become *nd the greater 
the safety of the aggressors. It seems 
that in a daylight attack the larger 
ships would be almost Invmelble but 
with the-fall of darkness the advantage 
veers, to a fully equal extent, to the 
Side of the torpedo boats and destroy- 
ers with their fipeeS and invisibility. 
There can'be little doubt that the next 
lew years "Will see an enormous In- 
crease In this, branch of the navies of 
the worid both for offensive and de- 
fensive pnrpoates-rapd K isTposalble that 
part^at JeasVof the money *fcat woul^_ 
otherwise be expended on great war- 
ships will be devoted to the provision 
of smaller boats of thigh speed. 
It 


was prophesied for the torpedo that 
Ks effects would be so awful as to 
render naval war Impossible. That 
prophecy has not been realized but one 
effect has certainly been to produce 
conviction .of .the helplessness of huge 
ships against this insidious enemy un- 
less surrounded'by a cloud of protect- 
ing destroyers. 


"The appreciation of the etBcacy of 


the torpedo, is undoubtedly the main 
cause of the .early Japanese .successes. 
It may be said that as much was due 
to surprise as to a.particular weapon; 
"Whilst admitting that "the disorganlza* 
tlon ensuine on the swift and silent 
Attacks was a"great factor. It must not 
be forgotten that it Is a factor -which 
to a greater or less degree is ever presr 


t ent Those who have been on battle- 
ships during naval manoeuvers tell UB 
that from sunset to sunrise their 
nerves were at the greatest tension and 
that practically the only enemy feared 
was the dark torpedo-boats, to guard 
against which the keenest look-out was 
too often ineffectual. 


"The powers of the torpedo have un- 


doubtedly been magnified. 
There is 


ever a tendency to increase the im- 
portance of a danger that is invisible 
but In this ease the danger Is very real.

The exports of manufactures this 


year promise to exceed those of any 
preceding year In the history of Amer- 
ica. The last four years there has Jieen 
an apparent dropping off in exports, al- 
. though, in reality there has been a 
steady- Increase in production which 
however, ha* not been included in the 
estimates. This is due to the fact that 
exports to this coiintrs«and\tc- P«rto 
Rico are no longer included in the 
-statistics compiled by the^ Department: 
of Commerce and Labor. ' 


In 1900 the exports of domestic man- 


ufactures ' amounted to 9431,000,000 for 
the whole fiscal yean _which was the. 
highest figure ever recorded for the ex- 
poets of domestic manufactures from 
the United States. In 1801, the figures

rx-Queen's Pension Is 
Queried in Hospital 


Argument 


Yesterday the Supreme Court heard 


argument on the appeal of Queen's 
Hospital Trustees from the decision ol 
Auditor 3. H. Fisher, refusing to issue 
warrants for paying the usual monthly 
subsidies to the. hospital. > Robertson 
* Wilder appeared for .the" appellant; 
Emll c. Peters. Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral, for the appellee. F. A. Schaefer, 
vice president; Geo^W, JBmtth, secre- 
tary» and E. F. Bishop, > treasurer, of 
the Queen's Hospital corporation, were 
present to give evidence., 


Mr. Robertson contended in his argu- 


ment that the hospital was a public 
nstitutionf recognized as such under 
successive forma of government. Un- 
der the monarchy the sovereign was 
president* of the corporation and under 
the Republic the president of the Re- 
mbllc, By an amendment to the char- 
ier, was given the same position, ex- 
offlclo. Since annexation the charter 
had not been agahi amended, but Gov- 
ernor Carter had de facto'exerclsed the 
functions of/ president of the corpor- 
ation, mating the last biennial ap- 
pointments of half of, the number of 
trustees. Among other authorities cit- 
ed: was that coUrf 8 decision refusing 
to dlajnlss the appeal In this case. 


Mr, Peters; closing for tbe Auditor, 
aid reiterated emphasis on the charter 
itself, showing that it was framed ac- 
cording to the statute and, in conf orm- 
ty thereto, made the specific purpose of 
the hospital the free -care and treat-* 
ment of sick and 'injured Hawattans. 
It did not .make a particle of difference 
If the hospital were shown to be giving 
tree treatment to persons of other na- 
tionalities today, -since that was^only 
permitted but,not made a purpose in 
the statute, underlying the charter. 
Such wider dealing of" the hospital 
might be "-stopped tomorrow. From the 
terms of the statute, the hospital was a 
private institution. It was the same 
ajt If Ewa Plantation Co. started a 
hospital for the benefit of its laborers, 
but by vote of the management chose 
to admit patients from an over the 
Territory. That- would not make It 


public hospital which could legally 


receive assistance from tbe Legislature, 


Chief Justice Erear and Justice Gal- 


bralth put various questions to Mr. Pe-

facilities for coaling ships and to main- 
tain a supply of not less than 100,000 
tons' of coat .The natural harbor :is 
/protected by a breakwater which na- 
ture provided in the shape1 of Little 
Kiska Island. There is a good, depth of 
water and dredging will be necessary 
only in the immediate vicinity of the 
wharves. 


The naval officers who are interested 


In the project say that the Kiska Island 
site answers in.a marked degree all ths 
requirements of naval strategy. It Is 
within 250 miles-of. the great-circle route 
between the Pacific Coast and Oriental 
p&intB, and the coal supply will be of 
value to the merchant trade in case of 
emergency. The place will also furnish 
a harbor of .refuge; 


The locality was partly surveyed last 


summer, and the work will be continued 
during the coming summer. The Navy 
Department already feels itself war- 
ranted in going ahead with the project. 


A much larger appropriation than 


with conditions in that part Of the 
world that' the climate Is so favorable 
as to permit of stock raising,'and a 
limited amount and kind of agricuMkre. 
"Kiska Island," said Rear Admiral 


Converse/chief of the Bureau of Equip-' 
ment, in mis testimony before'the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, several 
weeks ago, 'Is near the 108th meridian, 
about 250 miles north of the great cir- 
cle route from San Francisco to Yoko- 
hama. This station is considered of 
great strategical Importance. 


"The island is uninhabited at pres- 


ent, and the cost of construction would 
be very large. The harbor Is very .fine. 
It has recently been surveyed by Ad- 
miral Glass's'squadron. 
, "We have quite good charts of the 
harbor and a good preliminary survey 
for. the coal depot; "Th> locality is HID- 
Ject to heavy fogs; but it U an excel- 
lent harbor, and it Is never frozen 
over."

It IB probable that in .the course-, of 


time the Navy Department will ack 
that Kiska Island be connected with 
the rest of the military telegraph and, 
cable system in Alaska. A cable will 
be laid westward from SItka to Valdez 
during the coining summer, a contract 
haying been, made for the. manufacture 
of the necessary material last week. 


There is already a proposition to ex- 


tend the cable still further westward, 
from Valdez to Dutch Harbor, and if 
this should be done, the proposed new 
coaling station could be connected with 
the military cable and telegraph: sys- 
tem irrAlaska for about $250,000 or $300,- 
000. 


With the telegraph line extended as 


far w.estward as Kiska Island, some 
private Interests might find it worth 
while to lay a cable from KlskA west- 
ward to the Siberian coast Kiska Is-
